it is of a glewy Subſtanck, in Quality cold and dry, and 
was Earth before it was Marle, and being turned into 
Matle, it is nothing but a rich Clay of divers Colours, 
accord ing to the Strength of the Sun, and Climate where 
it is produced. This is ſo good a Manure, that well laid = 
on, it will enrich the barreneſt Ground for ten Years, \vnnuan 
and ſome for thirty. To find it, Take an Anger whim- ue 
ble, made to hold many Bits, one longer than another, 
till you have tried, by drawing the Earth into one Place, 
then proceed in the moſt proper Places till you come ro 
the Marle ; and the moſt proper Places are in the loweſt. al
